The dniiRcis of modern war— the atom bomb, 
bacteiiolosicul warfare or continental starvation 
and the like, we hear about every tiny. Mis- 
rrprc.'ontation, 'nn error in inlcipretation or 
juft plain ignoraniT may be all that is needed 
to fliovc m ovrr thr brink. The presence of 
•nmconr on llif coiinril.* of the other nations 
who iinder^taïKl-- what wr niran and iiow we 
feci, somronr lo rr^train inlprtuo^ity or blind 
prejiidirr. «onirono tn nd a' a link and to spread 
the truth, wnuM br a jjndscnd. Ijinorance nn 
the internat innal level should be feared equally 
with the atom bomb. 

Certainly this is a qiieflion that is far re- 
moved from the universities and students— or 
is it? Wc fear ignorance and press hard against 
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it in our country. Today wc in North America 
arcidonlally pof.*ej.t the key to open the barriers 
(if finance and fr(mtirr.> in (he wider world. Such 
an opportunity i.^ l)rins prrsrntnl to «tudrnts 
nf tlii.- and rvrry other Canadian nnivrrsily. 
The International Students Scrvire of t.'anafia 
ha? taken up a plan offered it by Canadian 
.«luflfiits, who themselves fan tlir need of action, 
to bring European students to Canada for a 
year of study. 

An appropriate title for this project would be 
"Seholarship.s for Intellectual Reconstruction." 
Wc nt thi.< rnivn>ity can play a part in inouM- 
in? intrnialional friendship. When wc .'end 
niatrrial help ovrrscns as wp rio with ISS relief, 
wr send ^yulpatlly and goodwill. This is valu- 
nhlr, hut .«ucli rolicf rnimol alone i-arry ideas 
that will rnntimic in the future. That over- 
worked phrase "intdlrcltial vnciiiim" docs carry 
meaning. Most of us realize tliat war and oj)- 
pression left such vacuum not only in books 
or in food nr in information but also in "know- 
how" about such things as democratic govern- 
ment, academic freedom, and liberty of the 
l)res«. 

.\ year'.- sfludar.-liip for some interested, in- 
telli^'cnt and active Ktiropcan students wotild 
have an incalculably vnhiahlr effect when they 
return to their own laiifl.-?.- It will be good for 
us to learn at fiist hnnd the values, the dancers 
and the effects of foreign attitudes. Wc will 
gain in the future for they will be an appre- 
ciative and friendly audience in a place that 
has become not so far away and not so strange. 
Wo are proud of our institutions, of our culture, 
and of our life in Canada. It miclit even pay 
ns in (lie lone run to be çenerous. The local 
committee of IS.'^ prcents a plan tiint will bene- 
fit all concerned. The local committee will he 
responsible to the Dnminion government for 
the.se European students. This is not a light 
obligation and it deserves the full support of all 
students.

Though our 
university student presentation 
docs not boast of It, it can truly 
be called an "All-Varsity Show." 

But all this is niggling propa- 
ganda, even though it is the truth, 
and must be dispensed with in 
favor of more important consider- 
ations. What we must all remem- 
ber is this: the Red and White 
Revue is designed for each and 
every student, and each and ,cvery 
student has « financial interest in 
the welfare at the show. If for no 
other reason, each member of the 
student body should actively sup- 
port this enterprise and make his 
plans now for participation 
through the medium ot attendance 
at one or more performances. It 
is very difficult for an actor, pro- 
fessional or otherwise, to play to 
an empty house; he does not have 
the spontaneous laughter of the 
audience to assist ^im in his work. 

Again, another important consi- 
deration Is that the Red and White 
Revue is a student production, di- 
rected and acted by students, light- 
ed and painted by stiidents, ad- 
ministered and constructed by stu- 
dents, for student entertainment. 
It is not a professional show. Let 
us, then, disregard the bleats of 
the press, whatever complexion 
they may put upon it, 'and see the 
show for ourselves.
